PARTICIPATE IN THE CLEATION OF AN AGRICULTURAL BANK, 


We Fuad I, King of Egypt, 
Pursuant to owe Rescript Mo. 70 of 1950; 
On the proposal of Our Minister of Finame and the approval of 


Our Council of Mini sters: 
DECREE: 


Art. 1 - ‘The Government is authorized to participate 
in the fomation of an Egyptian Company, with a view to the 
constitution of an Agricul tur1 Bank the purpo s of which will 
be in particular, the following transactions: 

Make advances for farming and harvesting, for the 
purclase of Agricul tural Machinery and Cattle for the improve- 
ment of lami; Make advances to Co-operative Associations 
sell on the instalment pla of fertilizers and seeés, and aid 
in the creation or development of all institutions useful to 
agricul ture and agricultural eredit. 

This participation will consist in subscribing to the 
shares of the Company to the amout of one half the capital, 
provided the totel of the subscription does not exceed 


L.E. 1,000,000. 
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Art. 2 - The Gowrment is authorized morawver: 

1.- fo guarantee for the shares representing the original 
capital of the Bank, on terms defined by the By-laws, 2 
dividend of five per cent on the nominel value thereof. 

Re- fo grant loans to the Bank, the total amomt of which 
shall not exceed Li. 6,000,000. ‘These loans will carry interest, 
the rate of which shall be determined by agreemmt between the 
Government and the Bank. ‘The reimbursement of said loans may be 
senkes, by the GovVernmamt before the liquidation of the Bank. 

Art. 3 - ‘The funds necessary for subscription and 
for loans provided for in the preceding article shall be taken 
out of the State Reserve Funds. 

Art, 4 - ‘he By-laws of the Bank shall be approved 
by the Government. They shall stipulate in particular that; 

1.- The Government shall be represented on the Board of 
Directors of the Bank in a proportion not less thm its shares 
in the participation of the capital. 

2.= The Mamaging-Director or Agent in charge of the 
Vanagement of the Bank shall be appointed by the Council of 
italien 

35.- No Resolution contrary to the provisionsof the 
present law may be adopted at the General meeting of Stockhold- 
ers of the Bank and any modifim@tion to the By-Laws shall be 


approved by Decree. 
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4.- The Governmat may request within a period not to 
exceed ten days the revision of any decision which it may dean 
would improve the interests of the Bank. In such case the 
decision may be carried out only if it is again adoptel by the 
Council of Ministers or at the General Meeting of the Stockhold- 
ders, as the case may be, by & special m jority, to b determined 
by the said By-Laws. 

Art. 5 - ‘The Government's credit, under advances 
made to the Bank by virtue of the present law is privileged. 
This privilege shall be exercised on all property, built or un- 
built, owned by the Bank at the time of its liquidation. ‘This 
privilege cannot be opposed to the creditors privil ged by 
virtue of Article 727 of the Mixed Civil Code and 601 of the 
Native Civil Code.

Art. 6 - loans granted by the Bank for agricultural

The loan for expemses of farming or harvesting shall te prespmed 
to have been used for the purposes stated, any proof to the 


contrary not being admitted. 
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Art. 7 - ‘the sums owing the Bank shall te recovered 
by means of administrative seizure, in accordance with the 
Decree of March 25, 1880. 

Art. 8 - The inviolability established by Laws los. 
31 of 1912 end 4 of 1913 cannot be invoked against the Bank when 
it claims the sums owing it. 

Art. 9 - Our Ministers of Finance and Justice are 
charged with the execution of the present lay, each in so far 
as it concerns hin. 

Our Minister of Finance will issue all orders for its

‘The first class inclujed ail 
wheat and flour of 12 per cent or more gluten ami the second 
Glass all below 12 par cent. ‘The duty on the first class was 
unchanged but was increased one hundred per cent on the second 
dividon. The object of this wis to protect the lo@il wheat 
which is low in guten. 

Gm duly 17, ths abow classifications and rétes were 
abolished amd ® flat increase of ).%. 60 per ton for weat and 
P.@. 60 per tom for flour on the established mte of March 51, 
1932, was substitutec. (See report on Changes in Recent Fixed 
Duties on Wheat md Flour by the igyptian Government dated 
duly 22, 1952.) The third change on Septenter 15, incr@ses the 
tariff on vegetables md cereals. (See attachel decree) This 
change amounts to an increase of about Lg. 2 per ton for flour 
and 1.—. 4 per ton for when t over the rate fixed July 21, 1952. 
The duty is based on the price of Anstralian wheat and flour on 
the london Market. 

‘The reason for the change in tariff rates is an over 
production of wheat. ‘The Government has for the past two years 
followed a policy of “less cotton and more cermls". It is 
estimated that the present crop will more then supply the comtry 
for the next twelve months. The loans to growers helped to Keep 
the grain off the local market for « time but it wos felt 


necessary to pwhibit the importing of wheat and flour. 
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Because local wieat is very low in gluten it was felt 
that wheat of a high gluten content would not compete to the 
same degree as low graie wwats. This is the reason for the two 
classes in the decrees of duly 7. In 6 short time it was found 
that about the only foreign wheat containing more than 12 per 
cont gluten was the best grades of American wheat, and that all 
Aastemh ion thet: wnt helble tha 12 per cent limit. This allowed 
the American wheats to enter at the old rate while the low grade

ALEXANDRIA COTTON FUTURES MARKET.

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Cairo, April 4, 1932. 


For the last few months the Alexandria Gotton Futures Market 
has been of special interest to the Heyptian Government. Wot only 
is the Government interested in the market as & holder of large 
cotton stocks but it is also interested in the improvement of the 
rules and regulations under which the market operates. At the 
present time there are no rules regarding sudden drops in prices. 
The Government feels that some action to prevent sudden and heavy 
falls is necessary as a safeguard against @ panic. This condition 
has lead the Government to take steps to have the rules and regul- 
ations ammended to prevent a drop of more than 40 P.T. (two dol- 
lars, old exchange) in any one trading day. It is expected that 


such & rule will be adopted in a short time. 


It is interesting to note the steps necessary to bring about 
a rule of this kind. On Merch 10, the Under-Secretary of State 
for Finance took the mtter up with the Board of Directors of the 
Exchange and it was after some sony eee aad to call a general 
meeting of the Exchange members. This meeting will be held ina 
few days. If the rule is approved by the members (and it will 
be approved for the Government has ways of seeing that its sug- 
gestions are carried out) it will then go to the Mixed Courts 
for approval. If approved the King will issue a decree anmending 


the rules as approved. With all this "red tape" it is likely that 
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that another month or more will pass before it becomes a part 


of the rules.

the Intermationsl Spinners' Federation made about & year ago. The s®les 
ere said to fall outside this agreement 4, they sre to “new users of Yeypt- 


iaa cotten". 


While it is true thet moh of it is to “new users" it is not sold 
abroad and therefore has had very little influence on the world market. 
Since September 1, only about 23,000 kantars have been sold abroad and 
almost 400,000 kantare have been sold locally mt not delivered. ‘The lo 
eal sales are following the policy of enc cursging the local spinning in- 
dustry. 


Qn the open market the Sakel position is mech stronger than that of 
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of Uppers. The orrivals of Sakel up to the last of Februery was almost 
400,000 kantars less then for the same period last year, whibe the exports 
were about 75,000 kantars more than last year. With an outlook of a smll 
Gakel carry-over the demand has increased and this is said to be the real
